This desirable condition of affairs has 
come about by the finding of a pond 
near the riv er in which the ice is full 
of the finest k ind of edible fish. The 
pond was formed by the ov erflow of 
the Missouri riv er last spring, and 
when the water receded a small sand 
bar k ept thousands o f fish imprisoned, 
says the Minneapolis Tribune. The silt 
of the riv er has set lied to the bottom 
of the pond and purified the water as a 
filter would do. so the Ice-is the finest 
In the world and is solid and clear as 
, crystal to tin* bottom.

The discov ery of this fish ice was 
made by Minneapolis Icemen when put­ 
ting up their sum m er supply. Home of 
the fish were brok e*n out of the Ice and 
a after they had been iu the sun a few 
moments began to wiggle and when 
placed 
in 
water 
swam 
ti round 
its 
though they 
had nev er been frozen. 
! 
This phenomenon suggested an idea 
to the icemen, and they already hav e 
sev eral hundred to ns of fish l<*e stored 
In their houses and will sell it the com-, 
ing sum m er at an adv ance ov er tlit* 
price of ordinary ice because of the 
food supplies it carries. 
The fish thus captured v ary iu size 
from six inches to two feet and include 
buffalo, catfish, bullheads, carp, suck ­ 
ers and other v arieties indigenous to 
the riv er.

them, and nearly ev ery cak e of ice has 
sev eral fish In it.

The find has been a boon to the 
( poorer classes of Minneapolis, as m any’ 
of them hav e laid in all the ice they j 
can stow away, and others hav e cut ( 
out the fish and are selling them at>out 
town.

The Univ ersity of Chicago ami ten 
gentlemen farm ers of the community 
hav e Joined in an agricultural uplift. 
Between the two Interests strong young 
men with an honest intention and well 
browned bauds are to be paid to study 
scientific farming. 
It is to be a guild rather than a col­ 
lege or school of agriculture, says the 
Chicago Post. The gentlemen farmers 
will furnish the students with work 
and meaus of sustenance; the univ er­ 
sity will giv e them Incidental technical 
and scientific Instruction. 
A pale student look and a nose peeled 
from ov ermuch look ing iu the pots and 
k ettles of a univ ersity laboratory In the 
quest of a degree will not be so much 
of a recommendation In the application 
for entrance as an honest If rough ap­ 
pearance, along with an ability to rend 
ordinary ev eryday English and write 
It with only a little less ease. 
The young men seek ing agricultural 
k nowledge 
will be stationed at the 
farm s of the ten patrons of the guild 
under the guidance of an experienced 
manager who k nows fields and their 
products, animals and their ways, from 
the practical as well as the scientific 
standpoint. 
Fo r the work they do they will re­ 
ceiv e $25 a month the first year, $30 
the second and $35 during the final 
season. 
Out of this - the salary of a 
good farm hand in these prosperous 
days they giv e $5 a mouth for their 
tuition aifd $5 a month toward a fund 
which is returned to them when they 
are graduated. 
If the student k eeps 
up his course for three years, he will 
hav e a bonus of $2« * 1. 
This wilt carry him ov er the period 
of work seek ing, The founders of the 
guild Ixdlev e that he will uot hav e to 
look long or far. 
They think he will 
l>e worth at least $2,000 a year as a 
farm manager within the Chicago sub­ 
urban radius. 
’Flie farm owners In the guild are 
A rthur Meek er, general manager of 
Armour A t o.; K. It. Hmumond of the 
Derhig Coal company; Samuel Instill, 
president of the Chicago Edison com­ 
pany; Professor F. I. Lillie of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Chicago; II. 8 . Keoley, traffic 
manager of the Milwauk ee railway; H. 
S. 
Hart, presided^ of the 
National 
Dump t ar company; II I. Miller, pre*£ 
ident of the Chicago and Eastern Illi­ 
nois railroad; J. K. I>erlng, president 
of the Dering Coal company, and Ben­ 
jamin Johnson, agriculturist and stock 
raiser. 
The head of the school or 
guild for the univ ersity will bo Pro­ 
fessor William Hill. 
Already twenty students in the agri­ 
cultural schools of the Univ ersities of 
Wisconsin and Illinois hav e ask ed for 
enrollment. 
The guild will In? able 
to tak e 100 students, the work to be­ 
gin about April of this year. 
Professor Hill says the Intention of 
the guild is to raise the standard of 
farm products, form a m ark eting as­ 
sociation to cater to the fancy trade 
and send Intelligent well trained young 
men to the country. 
Owners of spe­ 
cialized farms will find meu capable 
of tak ing charge of their places. 
The farm s of the members of the 
guild all are in the v icinity of Chicago 
— most of them near Lak e Forest, Lak e 
Bluff and Barrington. 
All are spe­ 
cialized along v arious lines. 
Students 
will work on them In rotation so as to 
gain an all around k nowledge or if 
studying along a certain line will be 
allowed to remain on the farm best 
fitted to the purpose. 
The practical work of the students 
will be div ided into two classes—field 
and 
laboratory 
work 
and 
campus 
work . 
Many of the courses will be 
giv en in the univ ersity halls, but most 
of the Instruction 
will be giv en on the 
farms. 
Hmall dormitories will be butit 
on sev eral of the farm s If the num ber 
of students is large enough. 
Regular 
tuition fees of $40 for a three m onths’ 
term will be charged the students.

commercial lines. 
Later in life I took 
up scenic painting, and the work upon 
theatrical scenery has tak en me to 
many p arts of the country. 
‘‘But all these years I have devoted 
most of my time to my aeroplanes. 
I 
have made money In scenic painting, 
but it has been a means to the end that 
I might use the money so earned in 
supporting my w ife and two children 
and myself v Idle 1 devoted my thought 
to aerial navigation. 
“My son Robert, who is fifteen, has 
n naturally Inventive, mechanical mind. 
I bought 1dm a motor cycle recently, 
and It wasn't a day before he had the 
machine all apart. 
‘I must see what 
Is in It, father/ he told me, and he has 
been of very material assistance to me 
in my ex periments. 
Often I have been 
perplex ed with a certain problem, and 
he has come in and apparently intui­ 
tively divined how it should be solved, 
and his solutions have in a large num ­ 


ber of cases proved absolutely sound. 
“The reason I w roie'lhe government 
authorities that my luvention would 
be at their service for $10,000 unre­ 
servedly is that I believe all patriotic 
Americans should devote their efforts 
to the welfare of their government p ro­ 
vided their lines of endeavor lie along 
lines lik e mine and that a prohibitive 
price should not in? put Upon their 
work . 
I have the greatest faith in the 
Idea that the United States is the conn 
try which is destined to reach the 
greatest heights in civilization, holding 
up the beacon for other peoples, and 1 
lielieve every true American patriot 
should further this advance with all 
the earnestness that in him lies.” 
To emphasize his patriotic motives 
Mr. Scott said in the course of the In­ 
terview: “If the-represent:!five of any 
foreign p ow er—England. France, Ger­ 
many or other nation—came to me and 
told me that flJXMLOOO lay in a bank 
subject to my check provided I would 
turn over to him even the diagrams 
of my aeroplane I wouk l refuse such 
offer, 
No amount of money couhl per 
suade me to sell my invention to a for 
elgn power. 
“! ask for no aggrandizement or the 
plaudits of the multitude, 
f only hope 
to cam a fellowship in the rank s of 
those whose only aim is to do good 
’By their work s ye shall k now them / 
I do not even ask to be given credit 
for good intentions. 
I have devised 
an aerial war craft that in the hands 
of a great and good people can be used 
to abolish forever the Mack reproach 
to hum anity—war. 
The butchery, the 
legal m urder of the brave and beauti­ 
ful flower of the nations, sacrificed to 
lust for powTer, for greed and for all 
that Is basest in humau thoughts, must 
cease. 
“I never have sought publicity !u 
my work . 
I have not joined the Chi­ 
cago Aeronautique club becanae I have 
preferred to k eep the work to myself. 
The prize I am sure of receiving from 
the government trill 
help some, of 
course: but, ss n m atter of fact. ! 
didn’t care whether I received It or 
not, for I am willing to give my serv­ 
ices along these lines to the govern­ 
ment 
“ Mv first flights were made in the 
years 18 9 3 and 1804 at Lavergne. 
h 
suburb of Chicago on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. 
My 
flights then and all I have made sub­ 
sequently have been to test my models 
and for the purpose *»f ex p erimenta­ 
tion. 
The longest flight I made then 
was about 200 yards and the greatest 
height about

feet 
from 
the 
ground. 
i never attemp ted to soar 
higher, for I have had an idea that if 
I should fall it would damp my ardor 
But I never have had an accident. 
“I have continued my ex periments 
with various models, many of which 
I still have In more or less complete 
shaj>e, in various towns in 
Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Indiana and Ohio. The 
last flight made in one of my machines 
took place near Shelbyville, Ind.. three 
years ago. 
My assistant manned the 
car, and several short flights of 200 
yards and less were negotiated with 
success with and against the wind and 
across it. 
“Now, although many people who 
have not studied tlie m atter may scoff, 
I venture to predict that within five 
years there will be constructed aero 
plane ships to carry crews of twenty 
to thirty men. having engines of from 
IKK) to 1,000 horsepower and capable 
of a flight of 2JMM) miles at a clip. 
“The ship which I am building ac­ 
cording to the specifications furnished 
the government will stay In the air* 
one hour, will ttink e its ascents and dc I 
scents without danger and will carry » 
two men. My e cporltnents have prov 
e l to me that the pianos above and j 
below must be perfectly fiat, and there 
will be no curves or concavity in them. 1 
During the hour'that it remains In the 
ulr my ship w ill maintain its equilih- j 
rium, be under perfect control ajid 
move In all directions, as required by 
the specification« ? remvided by the sig­ 


nal corps. 
The weight of the genera­ 
tor will be 400 pounds, and It will be 
a craft of 100 horsepower. 
“As compared with the aeroplanes 
of the near future the craft so far 
made are as dugouts to the modern 
ocean line» \ 
I have the greatest re­ 
spect and consideration for all the ef­ 
forts that have been made by M. Hen­ 
ry Farm a n, the Wright brothers, Is­ 
rael Ludlow, San to» -Dumont, Herring, 
Professor Langley, Lilienthal, Octave 
Chanute and all the others. 
I have 
studied their craft and have read, 1 
think , nearly all that has been written 
about them.” 


Radium Bathing. 
The Australian minister of agricul­ 
ture has decided to create a radium 
bathing institution at Joachimsthal in 
order to utilize radium water for thera­ 
peutic purposes. 
Proposals have al­ 
ready been made to the government by 
the Carlsbad municipality and, says a 
contemporary, by an English syndicate 
for the organization of radium baths, 
but the minister of agriculture has de­ 
termined to retain control of the under­ 
tak ing.
